Under The New Farm Law 


By HERMAN R. ALLEN 
AP Newsfeatures Writer 


Washington, Sept. 12. 
The object of most 
farm legislation in- re- 
cent years has been to 
protect the farmer from 
the perils of ups and 
downs in market prices 
of certain crops de- 
signated by law as 
“basic” crops. By and 
large the farmer has 
benefitted from them, 
but an unlooked-for 
effect in the case of some 
commodities has been 
a huge pile-up of sur- 
pluses. 


Basically, the way farm price 
legislation works is this: 


The farmer agrees to rertain 
controls on how much he will 
produce for market of the basic 
crops—through acreage allot- 
ments, marketing quotas or 
perheps both. His production, 
within these limits, Is eligibje 
for price supports. 


Ho gets hls support price by 
“borrowing”™ from the Govern- 
ment the value of his crop, com- 
puted at support prices. He puts 
his crop up as “security.” Later, 
if the market price goes below 
the support pr he can “for 
feit" the crop und keep his sup- 
port money. If the market price 
goes over the support price he 
can “iedeem” it and sell on the 
market ot the higher price. 


90 Per Cent , 


Until 1949 support prices on 
most basic crops were set at 90 
per cent cf parity, a level 
aeclared by law to de fair to 
farmers’ br relation to prices 
they must pay. From time to 
time this resulted in surpluses 
which ' buiged warehouses and 
granaries and forced the Govern, 
ment to store in caves and 


Tn the case of wheat and corn, 
the nation is divided Into com- 
merciod and non - commercial 
producing areas, wheat for the 
first thine. Non - commercial 
oreas are those in which wheat 
or corn ure grown mostly for use 
ag feed right’ on the farm, not’ 
for_ sale. 

Every state except 
New Englamt — States, 
Alabama, Mississippi, 
Arizona and Nevada is In the 
commercial wheat area, The 
commercial corn area covers 
834 counties In 22 states, mostly 
in the North Central region.
